‘The 
only coina current in Cochin China are 
cash; lead cash and copper cash, ‘Tho 
copper cash are moat valuable, ‘The avenge 
yalue of Chines Cash is one thousand to 
the dolar, Annamese copper are 950 to 
1100 to the dollar ‘in Hongkong, in Cochin 
China 600 equal one doliare The value 
depends upon the demand and sup;ly. 
The greater part if not all the Annameay 
eirculited in Annam are made in China 
and shipped from Hongkong. The great 
quantity are manufactured at Maoao, ond 
are usually shipped via Hongkong. My tirm 
bave sbipped’ cash here. to Touron, when 
we have chartored vessela, to purchase 
goodsthere, Formerly it was necessary to 
get a license to import cash into Cochin 
Chins, but within the last four or five 
months, the prohibition has been with. 
drawn, and cash can mow be imported, 
manufactured.in any part of the world, on 
paymont of a duty of ten percent. I hive 
seen the manufacture of cash carried on at
